To  the  Chaiman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I present  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  your  district  for  the  year  1968.  As 
this  will  he  my  last  report,  I feel  it  will  he  of  interest  to 
compare  this  with  my  first  full  report  in  1956. 

Housing. 

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  number 
of  council  houses  and  private  houses  since  1956,  so  that  the 
number  of  dwellings  overcrowded  is  now  almost  nil  and,  in 
addition,  a number  of  the  older  houses  have  been  modernised. 

Infectious  Disease. 

I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  a marked  reduction 
in  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  during  this  period. 

In  1956,  there  were  213  notifications,  whereas  in  1968  there 
were  7,  as  follows:

Prevention  of  Infectious  Disease. 

In  the  autumn  of  1955,  vaccination  against  tuberculosis 
was  commenced  in  the  schools  and  clinics  and  since  that  time 
vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  and  measles  has  also  been 
introduced  and  improvements  have  also  been  made  in  the  vaccination 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 

Water  and  Sewerage  Schemes. 

The  number  of  properties  supplied  with  a main  water 
supply  and  main  drainage  shows  a considerable  increase  but  it  is 
unfortunate  that  due  to  economic  conditions,  the  Council  are  unable 
to  proceed  with  further  sewerage  schemes  as  they  had  planned. 
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Caravanning  and  Canping, 

There  has  been  a sharp  increase  in  the  amount  of 
holiday  caravanning  and  camping  in  the  district.  Fortunately, 
on  the  whole,  the  sites  are  well  run  but  much  vigilance  is 
required,  particularly  to  maintain  the  required  standard  and 
to  prevent  overcrowding. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
the  members  of  the  Council  and  its  Officers  for  their  continued 
courtesy  and  co-operation  and  to  include  in  this  my  thanks  to  my 
clerk  for  all  her  help.

DEATHS.  (General) 


The  death  rate  has  increased  this  year,  remaining 
above  the  county  and  national  rates.  Of  the  total  127  deaths, 
17  were  due  to  malignant  disease,  3 from  cancer  of  the  lung, 
but  it  is  not  known  whether  these  were  cigarette  smokers  or  not. 
Heart  disease  accounted  for  35  of  the  deaths. 

Approximately  34$  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons 
aged  between  70  and  80  years  and  approximately  24$  in  persons 
over  80  years  of  age.

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NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


On  October  1st  1968,  the  new  Public  Health 
(infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  cane  into  force  and  this 
meant  that  certain  diseases  which  were  previously  notifiable 
ceased  to  be  so  and  certain  others  were  added  to  the  list  to 
be  notified.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Once  again,  there  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis 
but  two  new  cases  were  notified,  both  of  these  were  female 
patients  in  the  35  to  55  years  age  group. 

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis ; B.C.G. vaccination  of  school- 

children  (l3  years  and  over)  and  contacts,  continued  to  be 
carried  out  during  the  year,  at  school  sessions  and  at  the 
Clinic.  Dr,  D.  Llewelyn  Davies,  the  Chest  Physician  also 
vaccinates  contacts  at  the  Chest  Clinic. 

During  1968,  739  school-children  in  the  County 
were  skin  tested  and  694  of  these  required  vaccination; 

61  contacts  were  also  vaccinated. 

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY. 

Owing  to  the  steady  decline  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  the  alternative  facilities  for 
chest  X-ray  becoming  available  to  general  practitioners,  the 
Mobile  Units  discontinued  their  frequent  short  visits  to  Nest 
Wales  from  January  1968.  It  was  decided  to  base  two  Units 
at  Cardiff  and  use  these  for  industrial  and  general  population 
surveys  once  a year,  in  the  autumn.

Local  Health  Services : Vaccination  against  smallpox  and 

poliomyelitis  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  continued  during  the  year,  with  sessions  at 
school  and  at  the  Clinic.  Vaccination  against  Measles  was 
commenced  during  the  summer,  for  children  aged  between  4 and 
7 years  at  first,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year,  as  supplies  of 
vaccine  improved,  all  children  under  15  years  had  been  offered 
this  protection.

Ambulance  Service:  The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the 

running  of  this  service  and  ten  ambulances  are  based  at  various 
points  in  the  county  - one  at  Tegryn.  Cars  are  occasionally 
used  for  transporting  sitting  cases. 

During  the  year,  the  Tegryn  Ambulance  conveyed  1232 
sitting  cases  and  193  stretcher  cases,  travelling  a total  of 
26,174  miles;  this  was  an  average  of  11.3  miles  per  patient.

The  extension  to  the  Dinas  Scheme  - Western  area, 
was  completed  during  the  year,  as  was  the  Scheme  for  the 
village  of  Eglwyswrw. 

Work  on  the  Tegryn  and  Llanfyrnach  Schemes  was 
commenced  during  the  year. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


A new  Refuse  Lorry  was  purchased  and  it  is  hoped 
that  a larger  area  will  now  be  collected,  since  we  now  have 
two  vehicles  available.  All  the  refuse  is  deposited  on  one 
tip  only,  which  is  controlled  and  maintained  most  satisfact- 
orily - the  Council  having  purchased  a Bristol  Taurus  machine 
for  this  purpose. 

CARAVAN  SITES. 


There  are  15  licensed  holiday  sites  in  the  district, 
with  a permitted  number  of  508  caravans.  The  control  and 
inspection  of  these  sites  plays  an  important  part  of  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  holiday  season. 
Thero  has  been,  over  the  years,  a great  improvement  in  the 
standards  and  amenities  at  these  holiday  sites. 

There  are  no  residential  sites  in  the  district.
